Death Removes One of the Wealthiest 


and Most Prominent Men In the Up­ 


per House of Congress— Had Hsld 


Many High Offices.

5.—United 
States Senator Redfield Proctor of 
Vermont died at his apartments at the 
Champlain here after a short illness 
following an attack of la grippe. The 
senator’s 
son, 
Governor 
Fletcher 
Proctor of Vermont, who was sum­ 
moned to the city, was at the bed­ 
side when the senator passed away. 
Senator Proctor was seventy-seven 
years old. 
The senator had been ill and con­ 
fined to his room at the Champlain 
apartments in this city for about a 
week. 
His ailment was diagnosed as 
the grippe, which later developed into 
pleurisy with 
pneumonia complica­ 
tions, which affected the heart and 
which 
in 
his 
enfeebled 
condition 
proved too much for his powers of re­ 
sistance. 
Besides his son, Governor Proctor, 
the governor’s wife and several inti­ 
mate friends were at the bedside 
when death occurred. The senator's 
body will be taken to the old home in 
Proctorville, Vt. 
Senator Proctor is survived by his 
wife, two sons, Fletcher D. Proctor, 
governor of Vermont, anti Redfield 
Proctor, Jr., and a daughter, Miss 
Emily D. Proctor. 
The senator had been in feeble 
health ever since the assembling of 
congress and it was remarked by bis 
friends that for the first time in their 
recollection he had failed to return 
from his usual summer fishing trip in 
the high state of health which he al­ 
ways enjoyed. 
His condition finally became alarm­ 
ing and the members of his family 
were notified that the end was near. 


News Reaches the Senate. 
When the news of his death reached 
the senate, Mr. Warren, chairman of 
the committee on military affairs, was 
urging the passage of a bill to in­ 


crease the pay of the army, which is 
a measure that for many years has at­ 
tracted the interest of the late Ver­ 
mont senator. 
He had advocated put­ 
ting the army on an equality with the 
navy as regards the pay of enlisted 
men for many years. 
No announcement of the death was 
made to the senate. 
Mr. Warren on 
being advised of it asked that the 
pending bill be laid aside for the day. 
The senate then adjourned. 
It was 
desired not to formally announce the 
death for the reason that it was 
thought best to lay aside business for 
an entire day In respect to the sena­ 
tor’s memory. 
Therefore the official 
announcement will be made by Sena­ 
tor Dillingham, 
Mr. 
Proctor’s 
col­ 
league from Vermont. 
Senator Proctor had been a con­ 
spicuous factor in politics and busi­ 
ness interests of Vermont for many 
years and was reputed to be one of 
the wealthiest members of the United 
States senate. 
He was largely inter­ 
ested in the marble Industry, was iden­ 
tified with other commercial pursuits, 
was a Civil w’ar veteran on the staff 
of General William (“Baldy”) Smith, 
wras secretary of war during Presi­ 
dent Harrison’s administration and 
had been in the senate since 1891, 
when he left the cabinet to succeed 
George F. Edmunds. 
The senator was 
born in Proctorville, June I, 1831, 
and before his entrance into public 
life in this city had served his state 
as a member of each house of the leg­ 
islature in turn and as governor and 
lieutenant governor.

of Maxim P a t e n t s Device Which 
M akes Shooting Noiseless. 
A “noiseless gun,” for which Hiram 
Percy Maxim, son of Sir Hiram Max­ 
im, who Invented the machine gun 
which bears his name, has Just lH*en 
granted a putent, threatens, in the eyes 
of experts, to revolutionize the world 
of arms. By tiie device the discharge 
of a rifle or revolver 1h rendered practi­ 
cally noiseless and, 
with smokeless 
powder, military experts nssert, may 
lead to the entire equipment of the a r­ 
mies of the world. 
Mr. Maxim, who resides at Hartford, 
Conn., asserts that the discovery of the 
‘silent firearm” really wras an accident, 
resulting from his study of the prob­ 
lem of silencing the explosions inci­ 
dent to the running of an automobile. 
The principle involved Is similar to 
that of the automobile muffler, the re­ 
port being prevented through the ac­ 
tion of a valve which allows the gas 
to escape gradually, with only a sileut 
hissing sound. 
By this device, which does not alter 
the appearance of any weapon except 
for a small crosspiece near the muzzle, 
the escape of the gases following dis­ 
charge of the explosive is shut off just 
as the bullet emerges from the muzzle. 
This result Is obtained by means of a 
valve operated by the pressure of the 
gases sliding across the bore immedi­ 
ately after tlie bullet passes. 
Preventing the gases from escaping 
suddenly and provoking a consequent 
loud report, this valve allows them to 
issue gradually through a series of 
small holes, thus obviating all noise 
except a slight hissing sound.

munition of any kind may be used. 
Military 
experts 
assert 
that 
this 
weapon holds the power to revolution­ 
ize modern methods of warfare. 
By 
its use skirmishers could work along 
an enemy’s front and shoot down pick­ 
ets without their presence being noted. 
Sharpshooters would be enabled to 
pick off men without reports betray­ 
ing their positions. The extended front 
of an entire army, masked, might op­ 
erate with tremendous execution be­ 
fore its position could be defined.

M ake s Shooting Noiseless. 
A “noiseless gun,” for which Hiram 
Percy Maxim, son of Sir H iram Max­ 
im, who invented the m achine gun 
■which bears his name, has ju st been 
granted a patent, threatens, in the eyes 
of experts, to revolutionize the world 
of arm s. By the device the discharge 
of a rifle or revolver is rendered practi­ 
cally noiseless and, with smokeless 
powder, m ilitary experts assert, may 
lead to the entire equipm ent of the a r­ 
mies of the world. 
Mr. Maxim, who resides a t H artford, 
Conn., asserts th at the discovery of the 
“silent firearm ” really w as an accident, 
resulting from his study of the prob­ 
lem of silencing the explosions inci­ 
dent to the running of an automobile. 
The principle involved is sim ilar to 
th at of the automobile muffler, the re­ 
port being prevented through the ac­ 
tion of a valve which allows the gas 
to escape gradually, w ith only a silent 
hissing sound. 
By this device, which does not alter 
the appearance of any weapon except 
for a small crosspiece near the muzzle, 
the escape of the gases following dis­ 
charge of the explosive is shut off just 
as the bullet emerges from the muzzle.

Dr. MacDonald Says It H as Strength 
of O ther Systems Minus Weakness. 
The Rev. Dr. Robert MacDonald of 
the Washington Avenue Baptist church 
in Brooklyn preached his second ser­ 
mon a few nights ago in a series of 
four on the Emmanuel movement, the 
new Boston system of curing nervous 
derangements by complementing sci­ 
ence and religion. 
From what Dr. MacDonald said, it 
would appear that the leading traits 
about the new system were its eclecti­ 
cism of method, its catholicity of spirit 
and the general intangibility of its na­ 
ture. 
“The new Emmanuelism,” he declar­ 
ed, “dares use help from all sources— 
from psychology, from medicine, men­ 
tal suggestion, Christian Science and 
faith cure alike—taking the strength of 
all, discarding the weakness of all un­ 
til we have a system in which no ra­ 
tional or moral or scientific inconsist­ 
encies can be found. Our work is dis­ 
tinctly scientific and assuredly Chris­ 
tian. It could be called scientific Chris­ 
tianity. 
“ ‘God with us’ Is a platform on 
which all men can unite and which 
suggests a power that all men crave. 
•The cause of all our Ills,* said Tol­ 
stoi, ‘Is that men have lost their sense 
of God.’ ” 
The new movement, Dr. 
MacDonald said, would do much to In­ 
vigorate Christianity. 
Two more sermons will complete the 
series of sermons. Then Dr. MacDon­ 
ald will give a new series dealing with 
the subject from a constructive point 
of view. —

of Governor Harris, Former Governor 
Herrick, Arthur I. Vorys and Charles 
P. Taft as delegates at-large were pre­ 
sented to the convention by Congress­ 
man Nicholas Long worth, whose mem­ 
ory failed after he had started to de 
liver a prepared speech and he was 
compelled to finish by reading from 
the manuscript. 
Mr. Ixmgworth was 
quick to recover from his em barrass­ 
ment and was greeted with hearty ap­ 
plause at the conclusion of his ad 
dress. 
Mention 
of President Roosevelt’s 
name, as was that of Mr. Taft, was re­ 
ceived with vociferous applause. The 
platform endorsed the policies inau­

ules affecting ihelr interests. 
Mr. Hitchcock presented records of 
the committee on ways and means in j 
proof of an assertion previously made 
by him and which then was eontro 
verted by Mr. Payne of New York, 
that the newspaper proprietors had 
vigorously protested against the tariff 
on wood pulp nnd paper at the time 
the Dlngley tariff bill was under con­ 
sideration and lhat their re present a- 1 
tlves before the ways and means com­ 
mittee 
emphatically 
warned 
Mr. 
Payne’s committee 
that 
the 
paper 
manufacturers were seeking the tariff 
as a shelter under which to create a 
groat 
print 
paper 
"trust.” 
Those 
newspaper publishers, he declared, at 
the time they appeared before the* 
committee had warned its members 
that if paper were put on tlie free list 
iIk* creation of any trust would be im­ 
possible. 
He said that Former Ton- ! 
gressman Russell, a paper manufac­ 
turer; Former Senator W arner Miller 
and H. J. Chisholm of Maine, all had 
spoken before the committee1 in advo­ 
cacy of the tariff, and he charged that 
six months after the Dingle.v law went 
into effect 
the International 
Faper 
company was incorporated with those 
three gentlemen as its highest officers. 
Another combination, he said, had 
hoe n grown up In the W estern states, 
operating side by side with the Inter 
national Paper company. The com­ 
bination, he said, was composed of 
mills in 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
Michigan, “protected from competition 
by tin* International Paper company 
by reciprocal agreements and protect* 
ed from competition with each other 
by mutual understanding.” 
The com­ 
bination he referred to, he said, had 
been known under various names “and 
at one time openly existed as the Gen­ 
eral Paper company.” 
The price of paper in the United 
States, lie declared, was a monopoly 
price, and the only escape from it was 
to permit print paper to come in free 
of duty.

Adm iral Cow les Approves the Speed 
“ M a n ia ” in the Navy. 
Washington, March 5.—“There is no 
safe place in battle.’’ declared Rear 
Admiral William S. Cowles, chief of 
the bureau of equipment, testifying 
before the senate committee on naval 
affairs in the investigation of criti­ 
cisms 
of American 
battleship 
con­ 
struction. 
He was in command of tlie 
Missouri at the time of the explosion. 
Recounting graphically the story of 
that accident the admiral was ques­ 
tioned as to the causes, the lessons 
learned from the accident and tlie pre­ 
cautions taken to prevent such occur­ 
rences in the future. 
“You can’t handle powder and han­ 
dle it fast without having accidents," 
he said. 
“You have got to handle it 
fast because you must reach your 
gun first.” 
“On the principle that a man must 
get his hand to His pistol pocket be­ 
fore the other fellow,” suggested Sena­ 
tor Tillman. 
“You have got to hit the other fel­ 
low quick and as many times as you 
can before he gets at you,” said the 
admiral. 
As an advocate of the open 
turret and the direct hoist. Admiral 
Cowles was enthusiastic. 
He assert­ 
ed that they had decreased the time 
between rounds of firing from 30 to 
40 seconds. 
Describing the Missouri accident, 
Admiral Cowles said that if the flaps 
on the doors of the powder magazines 
had been improve«! ihe ships would 
have been in no danger whatever. The 
I present design, he said, made it im­ 
possible for fire to get in the maga­ 
zines under any circumstances. 
The 
witness said that shipmates of the 
men killed on the Missouri had no 
i hesitancy in going into the ill-fated 
turret and continuing the target prac­ 
tice. 
Chairman Hale referred to what he 
called the “mania for rapid firing" 
which iuis developed in the American 
navy, and Admiral Cowles gave the 
committee to understand that he ap­ 
proved that "mania” in some degree. 
He thought, however, that with the 
shutters in the ammunition hoist the 
men still could fire fast enough and 
the navy department was right in de- 
! dining to permit the ships to have 
them fastened back. 
“During battle 
the guns will not be fired as rapidly 
as in target practice,” said the ad- 
i miral, “but we want to be ready.” He 
! said the open hoist was less danger­ 
ous to the ship than the two stage 
hoist, though it was sometimes bad 
for the men. 
The admiral denied that naval of­ 
ficers have been discouraged 
from 
submitting suggestions to the bourd 
Df construction.

Montgomery complained to the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office that he had been 
frequently approached with unlawful 
proposals relative to the suppression 
of activities by the attorney general’s 
office as to Hie investigation of the 
Hamilton bank. 
The indicted banker 
further complained that his efforts to 
resum e 
the 
banking 
business 
fur­ 
nished opportunity for attem pted ex­ 
tortion. 
When arraigned in court Vidaver 
declared his arrest an outrage and 
said that the $500 received was a re­ 
tainer for prospective and proper legal 
service. 
Vidaver was released under 
bond of $5,000.

“Mania” in the Navy. 
W ashington, March 5.—"T here is no 
safe place in battle,” declared Rear 
A dm iral William S. Cowles, chief of 
the bureau of equipm ent, testifying 
before the senate com m ittee on naval 
affairs in the investigation of criti­ 
cism s 
of American battleship con­ 
struction. 
He was in command of the 
M issouri at the tim e of th e explosion. 
Recounting graphically the story of 
that accident the adm iral was ques­ 
tioned as to the causes, the lessons 
learned from the accident and the pre­ 
cautions taken to prevent such occur­ 
rences in the future. 
"You can’t handle powder and han­ 
dle it fast without having accidents,” 
he said. 
"You have got to handle it 
fast because you m ust reach your 
gun first.” 
“On the principle th at a man must 
get his hand to his pistol pocket be­ 
fore the other fellow,” suggested Sena­ 
tor Tillman. 
"You have got to hit th e other fel­ 
low quick and as m any tim es as you 
can before he gets at you,” said the 
adm iral. As an advocate of the open 
tu rre t and the direct hoist, Admiral 
Cowles was enthusiastic. 
He assert­ 
ed th a t they had decreased the time 
betw een rounds of firing from 30 to 
40 seconds. 
Describing the M issouri accident, 
Adm iral Cowles said that if the flaps 
on the doors of the powder magazines 
had been improved the ships would 
have been in no danger w hatever. The 
present design, he said, made it im­ 
possible for fire to get in the maga­ 
zines under any circum stances. 
The 
w itness said that shipm ates of the 
men killed on the M issouri had no 
hesitancy in going into the ill-fated 
tu rre t and continuing the target prac­ 
tice. 
Chairm an Hale referred to what he 
I called the “mania for rapid firing” 
which has developed in the American 
navy, and Admiral Cowles gave the 
com m ittee to understand that he ap­ 
proved that “m ania” in som e degree. 
He thought, however, th a t with the 
sh u tters in the am m unition hoist the 
men still could fire fast enough and 
the navy departm ent was right in de­ 
clining to permit the ships to have 
them fastened back. 
“During battle 
the guns will not be fired as rapidly 
as in target practice,” said the ad­ 
m iral, "but we want to be ready.” He 
said the open hoist was less danger­ 
ous to the ship than th e two stage 
hoist, though It was som etim es bad 
for th e men. 
T he admiral denied th at naval of­ 
ficers have been discouraged from 
subm itting suggestions to the board 
af construction.
